RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 21th June I960 

No. LR8(82). — In January 1949 the Government 
of India appointed a Board of Conciliation under 
the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, to promote a 
settlement of an industrial dispute concerning leave, 
provident fund, wages, dearness allowance, eto. 
between certain employers and their workmen in 
the Coal, Chipping and Painting and Barge and 
Launch Sections in tho Port of Bombay. As a 
result of the efforts of the Board of Conciliation, 


the parties to the dispute entered into agreements 
which have been published in the Gazette of India 
under the Ministry of Labour Notification No. 
LR8(82) dated the *27th May 1949. 

2. The Conciliation Board have reoommended that 
the terms of the agreements should be made appli- 
cable also to other employers carrying on similar 
work in the Port of Bombay. The Government of 
India have carefully considered the recommenda- 
tion of the Conciliation Board and have come to 
the conclusion that the agreements should be 
adopted by all employers carrying on similar work 
in the Port of Bombay. They trust that the em- 
ployers concerned will take necessary steps to give 
effect to the terms of the agreements. 


ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of the above Resolution 
together with a copy of the agreements referred to 
therein, he commonioated to the Governments of 
all maritime States and Administrations, all Minis- 
tries of the Government of Inida, Cabinet Secre- 
tariat, Prime Minister ’a Secretariat, the Secretary, 
Indian Tariff Board, the Chief Labour Commissioner, 
the Director, Labour Bureau, and the employers 
concerned.
